Gas Supply -,Part 2 


Has The Company Other Plans 
For Augmenting Its Gas Supply? 


Yes. The company has offered to buy 
gas from the Okotoks field. It is expected 
that it will be supplying the Canadian West- 
ern system by the middle of 1959. The 
Okotoks field will add at least 115 billion 
cubic feet of gas to the company’s reserves. 
However, it can contribute only modestly to 
the problem of meeting winter demands. 


What Is The Company Doing 
To Assure Supplies 
Beyond The Next 10 Years? 


The problem of meeting future demands 
is one that has always received constant 
study KA Canadian Western. However, long 
range plans can not be firmed up too many 
years in the future, as new fields are being 
discovered which alter earlier thinking. 

The com has al tried to keep 
its planning flexible aad take advantage of 
new fields found near its markets and its 
pipelines. In this way it can continue to pro- 

le its customers with the most economical 
gas service ble. 

The company’s studies show it would 
not be in the interest of Alberta customers 
to go out today and purchase sufficient gas 
fin the ground to take care of, say the next 
30 years. Such a course would result in the 
expenditure of many millions of dollars, the 
annual interest on which would add unbear- 
ably to the gas rates. 

However, it is important that supply be 
assured for the future. To accomplish this 
objective the company has entered into a 
contract with Alberta and Southern Gas 
Company Limited under which Canadian 
Western’s requirements aresgiven priority 
over Alberta and Southern’s export market. 
Such gas will be supplied by Alberta and 
Southern at its cost, 


In this way reserves for the future 
needs of Southern Alberta have been assur- 
ed, without spending millions of dollars now 
for the Ferchase of gas reserves to be used 
only in the future. 


What Is The Company's Attitude 
Toward Gas Development & Export? 


For more than 45 years the company 
has striven successfully to assure Alberta 
consumers all the gas they require—when 
they want it. 

This is still the prime objective of 
Canadian Western, 

Our policy today, as always, is that the 
Alberta consumer must be protected before 
gas export from the province can be con- 
sidered. Canadian Western believes it is 
absolutely essential that no additional 
quantities of gas be permitted to be with- 
rawn from the province unless such exports 


are contingent upon Alberta hook J a prior 
call upon that gas if it is needed for Al- 
berta consumption. 


Why Is Canadian Western 
Associated With An Export Project? 


The company feels that through its 
contract with Alberta and Southern it is best 
able to protect and meet the future gas re- 
quirements of Alberta consumers. If the 
Alberta and Southern project receives the 
necessary government app gas re- 
serves will be developed on a.scale that is not 
possible if markets are limited to those with- 
in the province. And under the terms of the 
contract with Alberta and Southern our 
customers’ requirements are given priority. 

By combining its needs with those of a 
major export pipeline, Canadian Western 
ean take advantage of economies of opera- 
tion which would not be otherwise available 
to the company. Because it is regulated 
utiltity governed by Alberta government 
authority, such economies will be passed on 
to the consumer. 

Its financial interest in the project is a 
minor one, and is a normal business venture 
on behalf of the shareholders. 


Who Owns Canadian Western? 


The financial structure of Canadian 
Western consists of bonds, preferred shares 
and common shares. The bonds, represent- 
ing borrowed money, were sold by public of- 
fering in Canada. The company is owned 
by the preferred and common shareholders. 
The preferred shares were sold in Canada 
and a considerable number are owned by 
residents of Alberta. 

International Utilities Corporation owns 
97.5 per cent of the common stock of Cana- 
dian Western. International Utilities pur- 
chased its controlling interest in 1925. 


Who Owns International Utilities? 


According to the most recent figures, 
International Utilities is owned by 6,167 
shareholders; of whom 2,991 reside in Can- 
ada and other Commonwealth countries; 
3,155 in the U.S.; and 21 in other countries. 
Shareholders in the U.S. own 56.4 per cent 
of the outstanding shares, while those in 
Canada and other Commonwealth countries 
own 43.4 per cent. 


What Municipal Taxes Does 
Canadian Western Pay? 


Canadian Western pays municipal taxes 
in each of the connuunities it serves. In 
fact, it is a major contributor to the welfare 
of Southern Alberta cities, towns and 
villages. In all it serves 49 communities. 
In 1957 the total of municipal taxes paid by 
Canadian Western amounted to $641,690.

Does Canadian Western Require 
Additional Gas Supplies? 


Yes. While our present sources on peak 
can supply a maximum of 240 million cubic 
feet in any one day, which meets the highest 
demand that could occur this winter, the 
demand is continuing to grow. Unless a new 
source is connected this year a gas shortage 
during extreme cold weather could occur 
next winter, 

It is to take care of this ibility that 
the company is planning to develop gas re- 
serves in the Carbon area. This project is 
being designed to deliver ultimately up to 
150 million cubic feet per day; providing 
ample gas to meet winter demands for many 
years into the future. 

In the gas utility business it is impor- 
tant to differentiate between peak daily re- 

uirements and annual requirements. While 
the company needs to add to its sources to 
augment the quantities available during ex- 
treme winter weather, it should be pointed 
out the sources presently connected to the 
system are estimated to have recoverable 
reserves of approximately 756 billion cubic 
feet—a 20-year supply at the 1957 rate of 
consumption. 


Why Was The Carbon Area 
Selected For Development? 


Because it appears to be the lowest cost 
source currently available to the company 
for solving its winter peak problem through- 
out Southern Alberta. 


Would Not The East Calgary Field 
Be Suitable For Supplying Peak Gas? 


Based on our present knowledge, of the 
East Calgary field, it does not appear to be 
as economic a source as Carbon. e major 
reserves at East Calgary contain a high 
proportion of impurities which would have 
to be removed in an expensive plant before 
the gas would be suitable for use in your 
Rome. No such plant will be required at 

n. 


Furthermore, the nature of the gas 
formation at Carbon is such that individual 
wells in the Carbon area will have a much 
higher flow rate than those at East Calgary. 
As a result production and gathering costs 
will be lower in Carbon than at East Calgary. 


How Will Costs Of Carbon Compare 
With Those Of East Calgary? 


While it is difficult to compare unit 
costs of delivering gas from two fields which 
are so widely different, our studies show 
that the cost per million cubic feet per day 
of obtaining and delivering peak gas to Cal. 
gary from Carbon is only one-sixth of the 
cost from East Calgary.

4. Does the quoted price include 
all charges such as shipping? 

5. May I inspect the merchan- 
dise before acceptance? 

6. May I expect a refund if goods 
fre unsatisfactory? 

The bureau pointed out other re- 
tailers are wondering how a retailer 
can do business at “wholesale” 
prices and stay in business.

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Notes From D.A.

Crop rotations have an effect on 
quality and quality of the grain pro- 
duced. Much has been written and 
spoken about the value of hay and 
pasture produced in forage crops. 


Many just c:aims have been made | 
as to the value of forage crops in | 
a rotation, in improvement of soi! 


fertility and contro] of wind and 
water erosion. 

Extensive tes's have been conduc- 
ted to determine the difference in 
yield and quality of grain produced 
after forage crops Following are 
some results that are worth con- 
sidering, wheat was used as the 
crop following different forage 
stands as compared two following 
summer fallow. Two crops of wheat 
were grown, the figures given are 
the average of these crops after in- 
dicated forage crops, Alfalfa follow- 
ed by wheat 29.1 bushels per acre 
with protien test of 12.6%. Wheat 
following Alfalfa-grass mixture 
26.8 bushels testing 12.1% protien. 
With the use of sweet clover before 
the wheat crops this turned in as 
green manure, the average yield was 
29.2 bushels protien 12.3°7. In 
wheat following grass alone the 
yield was 22.5 bushels protien 11.5% 
Comparing these to fallow with 
wheat following this resulted in an 
average yield of 26.2 Wbushels but 
the protien content was the same 
as following grass 11.5% 

These figures indicate the value 
of a legume in your rotations main- 
taining high yields with a high evel 
of protien in the succeeding grain 
crops. 

Why not include legumes in your 
cropping program? They control 
erosion, increase soil fertility, pro- 
vide excellent feed in themselves, 


aS well as increasng the nutrition | 


value of succeeding grain crops. 

If you are planning seeding down 
a good time as forage seed prices 
a good time as forage, seed prices 
are not too high. Information is 
available at this office as to rec- 
ommended rates of seeding and 
suitability of various mixtures for 
hay.
